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H A T a mighty fine meal broiled 
chicken makes. 
Fried chicken 
is a delicacy hard to beat. But for a 
real tidbit give me the young broiler 
done to a turn under an open flame, 
crisp, and so tender that it melts in 
your month. S o m e h o w 
broiled 
chicken 
makes me 
think 
of old 
Alexander Dumas’ “ Three Musket 
eers.” 
Those three swashbucklers, 
D'Artagnan 
and 
P o r t b o s 
and 
A ram is, rapier on hip, were always 
sitting down, after some riproaring 
adventure, to a whole c h i c k e n 
apiece. 
l>n thousands and thousands of 
farms all over the United States, 
the young chi* kens are hatched out 
1 
early in the year. Of course about 
half of the chickens Dial hatch ar* 
cockerels. 
An increasing numb . 
nowadays are sold as little fellow, 
weighing I to 2 ^ lbs., and these a* > 
the broilers. It usually takes about 
eight weeks for them to reach » 
weight of around a pound and a 
quarter, and four weeks more to get 
to 2!£ lbs. 
W ell, when a broiler reaches about 
the right age, it is sent to the feed­ 
ing specialists. 
Those specialists 
operate feeding stations or what 
might he called broiler hotels. These 
stations handle from two thousand 
to one hundred thousand broilers 
every ten days or two weeks. 
As soon as the young birds come 
in to tho station they are placed in 
special wire apartments, four sto­ 
ries high, each apartment holding 
maybe six to twelve birds. 
These 
apartment houses are on casters. 
They are placed in long rows with 
wide aisles for convenience in feed 
ing and to give them plenty of fresh 
air. In front of each row of rages 
there is a long narrow metal trough. 
This is for holding food, and the 
birds 
have to stick their 
heads 
through the wire to get it. 
Here the young chickens stay for 
about ten days to two weeks. The 
first day they have nothing but wa­ 
ter and buttermilk to whet their 
appetites. 
An attendant puts the 
best of food in the troughs several 
times daily 
thereafter— a sort of 
batter of gocxl buttermilk and finely 
ground grains and perhaps a little 
ground 
meat. 
The chickens 
are 
given just enough so they are never 
too full and are always hungry for 
the next meal. The attendant has 
to be an expert at judging the right 
amount. And when they have fin­ 
ished a meal, he turns up the trough 
and they don’t get any more. 


Instead, they go and lie down and 
rest and think how good that meal 
was. And that’s all they do during 
their stay in the hotel— eat and rest, 
and get plump acquiring just tho 
right amount of tender meat. And 
incidentally the food they get is 
carefully planned not only to fatten 
them, hut to give the moat a fine 
Ila vor. 
Well, that’s the story. When this 
short but happy life is over they are 
dressed, often wrapped individually, 
attractively packed in boxes, chilled, 
sometimes frozen and shipped to 
market— a delicacy that would have 
made old D’Artagnan green with 
envy. 


Here's the directions for prepsr 
ing a broiled c hicken. Split the bird 
with a sharp knife down the back, 
through on either side of the back 
bone. Remove bone and lay open, 
pressing the breast bone with the 
hands until it cracks, so that the 
bird w ill lie flat. Remove the vis­ 
cera. ( ’ut out rib bones and cut the 
tendons. 
Lay 
the chicken on a 
greased 
broiling 
rack, 
skin side 
down. Sear both sides quickly and 
then reduce the heat and cook on 
the flesh side until tender, sprinkling 
with salt and pepper when partly 
done, and basting several times with 
melted butter. Turn and brown tho 
skin side quickly. Spread the flesh 
side with butter before serving. The 
chicken may he broiled quickly on 
both sides and the cooking finished 
in a hot oven (400<,-425°). Twenty 
to thirty minutes is required for 
cooking a broiler. 
A menu for a dinner party or some 
special affair seems the logical con­ 
clusion to this story of broilers. 
Cream of asparagus soup; broiled 
spring chicken; peas; 
lattice po­ 
tatoes; olives and radishes; Parker 
House rolls and butter; perfection 
salad 
and 
cheese 
straws; 
fresh 
strawberry ice; macaroons and lady 
fingers; and eoffea.
